CLAIMS LACK OF JURISDICTION 


Anthracite Coal Commission Refuses 


To Admit Exhibits Offered by 


Mine Workers. 


Scranton, July 13. — Admitting 


the public interests In the question of 
monopolistic control and profiteering 
and their vital importance to public 
welfare, the Anthracite Mine Com- 
mission ruled today that it waa with- 
out jnrisditloa to admit exhibits offer- 
ed by the mine -workers tending -to 
prove charges that the anthracite in- 
dustry was being exploited at the ex- 
pense of the employes and the-pubiic. 


After detailing the manner In which 


the commission Was named and the 
powers given it, the decision said: 


•The commission Is of the opinion 


and now rules that the seven exhibits 
purporting to set out the relation be- 
tween wages and wholesale and. retail 
prices; the'situation as to freight rates, 
the operation and financing of an- 
thracite railroads, and other exhibits 
are not germane to the matters in dis- 
pute and the issues before this com- 
mission as outlined and denned by the 
1* demands. The commission fully 
recognizes the public interest In these 
questions and theU* vital Importance to 
the public welfare. The commission, 
however, recognizes the limits of its 
own authority and therefor* rules 
that these exhibits to which objection 
has been raised, offer no contribution 
to the solution of tbe issues pending 
and will not b« admitted as part o: 
the evidence in the case." 


Following the 
decision. District 


Presidents John T. Dempser and 
Thoma* Kennedy, of the miners' un- 
ion, presented additional evidence rel- 
ative to wages of mine workers and 
increased cost of living In the anthra- 
cite field.
